Growing Disposition of the Jews towards 

CaAristianity. 

In some of the earlier publications of 
this Institution, it was stated, that there 
were reasons for believing that a change 
was gradually and silently operating 
among the Jews, and that many of them 
were secretly well inclined towards 
Christianity. It affords your Committee 
the most sincere satisfaction to call your 
| attention to the evidence of this happy 
change, which may be collected from

the later Reports of the various branches 


in this Metropolis. 
In the St. Saviour’s and St. Thomas’s 
districts of the Borough, there are three 
| or four Jewish families subscribers to 
the Bible Assoeiation. In St. George’s, 
| a Jew contributed for the purpose of ob- 
' taining a Bible fur a Christian Boy who 
| worked with him. A few doors from his 
| house, one of the Children of Israel, a 
Native of Poland, thongh himself pos- 
sessed of a Bible in his vernacular 
tongue, enrolled his name asa subscri- 
ber. Inthe same Association, another 
Jew is mentioned as having become an 
active member of the Committee. 
The Third Annual Report of the Cov- 
_ ent-Garden Bible Association announces 
the interesting fact, that among one 
thousand names who have, within less 
than four months, been added to their 
_ lists as Subscribers, they have the hap- 
piness to number many of the Stock of 
israel. A Jewess is said to have sub- 
scribed to procure a Bible for a little boy 
whois her neighbor. Another of the 
Children of Israel voluntarily came for- 
| ward to subscribe for a Bibie ; and being 
asked, whether it was with the consent 
of his parents, be replied, “Oh yess m 
| father gate-me—perwpisston to subs 
for a Bivie, whenever opportunity pre- 
sented itseif.” In the same district, 
' three Jewish Youths voluntarily offered 
| their services as Collectors ; 
whom, afier having been not among the 
least active members of the Committee, 
tendered his resignation with the follow- 
ing observation: “ The Bible which | 
have received from the Association 
teaches me to honor my father and my 
| mother ; and as they have ordered me to 
| give up collecting for the present, I must 
| do it."—-The following is an Extract 
from the Second Annual Report of the 
Aldgate Bible Association. “ As the 
ficld of exertion abounds with that an- 
cient and once highly-favored people, 
| the Jews, considerable attention has been 
| devoted to them by your Committee. 
| Endeavors have been made to prevail 
| upon the Jews to read the Holy Scrip- 
| tures in the English Language; and 
| notwithstanding the prejudices and diffi- 
| culties which have been encountered, 
| every lover of the truth must be greatly 
| delighted to hear, that many of the Jews 
| have manifested anxious desires to obtain 
| the English Bible; and others have, 
| with the utmost readiness, become free 
| Subscribers to this. Institution. To the 
| Jews alone twenty-seven Bibles have 
been sold ; and forty-seven of them are 
now subscribing to this Association. 
Several who were free subscribers, in 
| the first instance, have since expressed 
an anxious wish to be supplied with Bi- 
bles; and your Committee have gladly 
embraced the opportunity of complying 
with their requests.” nly: 
Some persons may, perhaps, be incli- 
ned to deduce an inference from the 
foregoing particulars, that the conver- 
sion of the Jews will be accomplished by 
the general diffusion of the Christian 
Scriptures, without the aid of more ap- 
propriate and special means; and,therc- 
fore, that the formation of this Society 
was not called for by the necessity of the 
case. Is it, then, your Committee would 
ask, at the moment when the fields are 
scen to be ripe, and reacy for the har- 
vest, that the judicious husbandman 
deems it consistent with a just and ed 
dent economy, to refuse the help olf ad- 
ditional laborers ? Is it, at that crisis of 
the battle when victory seems almost his 
own, but is not yet eved, that the able 
commander rejects the aid of reinforce- 
ments? Your Committee, so far from 
thinking that the above encouraging 
facts have any tendency to shew that this 
Institution was superfluous, are disposed 
to draw from them an altogether oppo- 
site deduction, and to argue that the 
circumstances alluded to, when comnect- 
ed with all the other stupendous * of 
the times, decidedly prove that is 
the precise period when the formation of 
this Society was urgently called for; 
because now, for the first time since the 
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to God for any measure of success in 
converting Jews to the-Christian faith, 
which he may vouchsafe to the efforts of 
Bible Societies, they stil feel confident 
that the spiritual interests of that people, 
so widely scattered over the globe, and 
differing so much from all the nations 
among whom they sojourn, in habits of 
life, in literature, opinions, and prejudi- 
ces, in the associations brouglt home to 
their minds by the splendid bistory of 
their early fortunes, and the bright anti- 
cipations of their future des: cannot 
be adequately promoted, without be- 
coming a distinct and separete province 
of Christivsn Philanuthrophye-under the 
charge of an appropriate Institution, at- 
tracting to, and concentrating in itself, 
as large a portion as may be, of those 
gifts and'talents which are best adapted 
for the department of Jewish literature, 
and discussion. 

Besides, though it be certainly true 


willing to read the English version of 
the Scriptures, yet itis equally ascer- 
tained, that many of that peepic, and, in 
general, all among them wii are warm- 
ly attached to Judaism, will either not 
receive the Christian Script#res at all in 
an English dress, or are, at least, likely 


translated into Hebrew. 

Your Committee would here remark, 
in iftustration of what has been said, that 
though the Shanscrit be @®o longer a 
living language in any part $f India, yet 
the Baptist Missionaries in Bengal have 
judged it expedient to tianslate the 
Scriptures into that tongue; 
learned among the Hindoog’ read with 
avidity any thing presented to them in 
Shansctit, while they wouldfeceive with

One 
of the mest striking defects in the cha- 
racter of Natives of India is, want of 
method and improvement of time. They 
are accustomed to pass much of their 
night in conversation; and, unless ne- 
cessary business arouse them, the morn- 
ing is consequently lost in sleep. En- 
gagements are forgotten, or attended to 
much after the appointed time ; and all 
this without any expression of regret, or 
that can lead to any idea that they feel 
deficient in punctuality. Every Christian 
will perceive how injurious such habits 


state of society in India isalso very unfa- 
vorable to growth in grace. In Britain, 
where lying, theft, adultery, and all 
grosser crimes, are, in a considerable 
degree, the objects, of shame and dis- 
race, no man cap preserve hig reputa- 
if he openly indulge in them: It is 
not so in India.

Minister is removed from among recent 
converts in India, they should lose much 
of their respectability in the eyes of the 
Heathen around, feei great discourage- 
ment in the Christian course, and, at the 
same time, decline somewhat in their 
estimate of the value of the Gospel. If, 
under ‘such circumstances, they stand 
firm in their profession, it must be from 
the influence of Christian Principles, and 
from the: operation of Divine Grace on 
the heart; and even every fall, under 
such circumstances, is not to be consid- 
ered as apostacy of the heart from God. 
These remarks will also shew how lit- 
tle capable a Native Catechist is of sup- 
plying, in the present siate of India, the 
place of an European Teacher. Invol- 
ved himself in the disgrace and con- 
tempt attached to Joss of caste—his own 
mind in need of continual advice on the 
importance of time, and the necessity of 
diligence in the means of Grace—fami- 
liarized to gross immoralities from his 
| earliest years—and but partiaiy ac- 
+ quainted with the history of the Old 
Testament, or ofthe Church of Christ in 
general—his labors must necessarily be 
exposed to much discouragement,whilst 
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| he is less prepared qo meet the greater | 


| ubstacles which he has to encounter. 

| To obviate these disadvantages in the 
| case of Ahdool Messeh, Mr. William 
| Bowley was joined with him in the work 
at Agra. He would be able, by supply- 
| ing translations of Mr. Simeon’s Skele- 
| tons of Sermons, and of passages from 
| Henry’s Commentary, as Mr Corrie had 
done, to improve Abdool’s own mind, 
and to supply suitable and intcresting 
subjects of address to the people. Un- 
happily, however, the Demon of Discord 
gained admittance, and all the benefit 
hoped from Mr. Bowley’s assistance was 
prevented) He soon removed to Chu- 
nar, another very important Station ; and 
Abdool was left alone.

A pious and valuable 
tricnd, who has lately gone to Agra, and 
who takes an intimate concern in the af- 
ifairs of the Native Church, has trans- 
mitted a testimony to the character and 
conduct of Abdool, which must awaken 
the affectionate regard, and ensure to 
him the fervent wishes and praycrs, of 
the members of this Society. 

Mr. Corrie has furnished us with ma- 
teriais for the preceding remarks on the 
native character; and it will be seen 
that the intelligent officer who writes the 
following letter to the Rey. Mr. Thom- 
ason strongly corroborates them :— 

Agra, 7th Dec. \815. 

My dear Sir—The General Orders, 
pubiished to the Army, will have inform- 
ed you that the Corps to which | belong 
has been ordered to this place.

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| patience remain to be exercised, and we

have every hope that before the lapse of 
another month my communications will 
wear a more favorable aspect. 

To say that I have been disappointed 
at the state of the Native Church, would 
not be true ; for one of your letters pre- 
pared me against it: but I was grieved 
to find no increase. The Sunday con- 
gregation is, as yet, but poor, and the 
Schools in a declining state; and what 
has contributed still more to my vexation, 
is the obstinate repugnance of the peo- 
ple of the town to their children attend- 
ing. Stopping their ears, like the deaf 
adder, to the voice af Truth, they will 
listen to no proposal that does not hold 
out a prospect of pecuniary advantage : 

** Bound fast by Satan’s adamantine chain, 

No love is their’s, but love of sordid gain.”

‘The Native Teachers 
are prone to indolence and inattention. 
Without constant supvrintendance, the

However impdssibic 1 may be tor me, 
atthe present juncture, to account for 
this declension, it is nothing more than’ 
justice due to Abdool Messeeh, that L 
should declare it to be my firm and 
entire conviction, that it bas origi ! 
in no abatement.of zeal and Jove on bis 
part. I say my conviction, for I have 
made every enquiry possitie into nis 
conduct, and cannot perceive, theJeast . 
ground for censure —_In this: too, I am 
happy to find my friend Capraie Phipps: 
entirely concurs, There av? Maif-caste 
Writers, who regularly attéhdthe Na- 
tive Church, and who seem te me pious 
men, together with two of the Baptist 
Missionarics, who had an eye upon his 
conduct. These all give most favorable 
testimonies of him. Indeed every per 
son, who has had any knowledge of the 
man, confirms me in the belief that he is 
faithful to histrust. We must, howev- 
er, bear in mind the vast disproportion 
there is between the understanding of an 
European, refined by education and 
strengthened by a knowledge of man- 
kind, and that of a man like Abdool, edu- 
cated in the blindness of Mahomedan 
prejudices, and delivered from it only 
in a very advanced age. 

I do not wish you, my dear Sir, to 
' conclude that I came prejudiced in his 
favor, or blind to his defects. Had I 
any ground for supposing him in any 
respect unworthy, 1 would not hesitate 

to censure him; feeling well assured 
that the faithfulness of reproof is the 
trucst benevolence. But there is not a 
cause. 

When his preaching was not attended. 
with the desired effect, he took another 
method of drawing people tohim. He 
has been for some time past in. the habit 
of supplying medicines to the sick, and 
has been successful in curing many. He 
is visited daily by poor people, who res 
ceive his medicines, and, for the time, 
listen to his instructions: but such is: 
‘their blindness, that no sooner are they 
well of —* diseases, _ —— 

ne more. any copies of the , 
; excite attention; and all conversation on 
the subject of religion the town-people 
studiously decline. 

I have reinstated the English School, 
and have about thirteen or fourteen 
pupils; and, for that purpose, attend 
every day at the Church in the Town. 
This is laborious, but necessary: and if 
excrtion on my part were all that is 
required, my whole time should be de- 
voted ; for | would cheerfully be spent. 
for the sake of Him who died for me and 
my fellow-sinvers. 

I have omitted to mention, that, on the 
18th instant, I read Mr. Pratt’s Letter to 
Abdool. I read the whole, having found 
no occasion for leaving out any part. 
The good man was deeply affected, and 
shed tears; and I think it will have the 
effect of exciting him to redoubled dili- 
gence in his work, 


On this subject, Mr.Robertson writes : 

Could we go so far as to cherish a hope 
of making up to the Mission the loss 
which it has sustained m the absence of 
Mr. Corrie, it wouid be a subject cf 
congratulation indeed. We are thankful 
that God has supplicd his place by one 
who will.not spare himself, if the Gospel 
thereby may have free course and b¢ 
glorified. 


Mr. Thomason, who visited Agra on 
his return from attending the Governor- 
General on a journey to the Northern 
Provinces, entirely coincides in the view 
already given of the native character. 

' Even the good, the very best Natives, 
(he observes) do not obtain the respect 
which is requisite for successful Mis- 
sionary labor, They have not that 
sense of order and discipline, nor that 
fortitude and steady perseverance in 
active labor, which generally belong to 
the European Character. _ 

In losing beloved Corrie, the converts 
at Agra lost their head, their pr their 
support, and their father. He gave an 
importance to them as a body, which 
claimed respect; and he gave vigor, 
animation, and a right direction to their’ 
exertions. He won them by his love, 
guided them by his prudence, edified: 
them by his teaching, and brought dowa 
blessings upon them by his prayers. 

You in England have scarcely an idea, 
ner can you well form an idea, how 
entirely the Native depends on the Eu- 
ropean, for activity, vigor, prudence, 
and perseverance. Even where the’ 
grace of God reigns in_truth, yet, for: 
want of these qualities, Missionary La- 
bors must often languish. Besides, when 
the European goes, the head is removed. 
The Native appears with vastly dimin- 
ished influence and authority ; and this 
has a remarkable effect on the 
of the Native members of the Church, 
as well as on the body of N ' 
who are not ef the 
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Good accounts have been reccived of 
scveral of the converts leſt as servants 
with different friends. Bat we are 
Rricved to report, that it is not so with 
respect to the Hukeem. Unable -to | 
bear up under the wiais to which he | 
found hittiself exposed, he has revolted | 
to his former. profession. A fricnd | 
writes respecting. him :— 

I cannot well account for the apostacy | 
of the Hukeem. 1 believe his judgment | 
is perfectly convinced of the truth of | 
Christianity; but his high and proud 
spirit could not brook any longer to move 
in a lower sphere than that to which he 
had becn accustomed in hisearlier years. 
Satan had observed his weakness, and 
inflamed bim with the desire of return- 
ing to the enjoyment of his honors and 
emoluments under the Rajah of Bhurt- 
pore ; the respect of whose servants he 
perhaps thought he could better com- 
mand as aMtissulman,than as aChristian. 


The same friend gives a pleasing ac- 
count Of Burruckut Ullah. 

He a-companied me (he says) to Ka- 
lunga; @ from thence, as we drew 
near the at country, he left me, to 
visit his fa*ily. When there, he saw 
Mr. Thomason, in the suite of Lord 
Moira.

Interesting Intelligence, 
From the Society Islands in the South 
Pacific Ocean. 


Extract of a Letter from the Missionaries in 
Eimeo, dated Sept. 6, 1815. 
Honored Fathers and Prethren, 

To be a litth more particular con- 
cerning the state of the Mission since the 
‘date of our last. From January to the 
end of June, it appeared to prosper great- 
ly: our congregations were large, and 
the attendance on the means of instruc- 
tion constant and encouraging. The 
school increased rapidly, and prosperec ; 
and those who renounced heathenism, 
and became the professed worshippers 
of the true God, were increasing daily in 
different parts of this island, and also at 
Taheite. The priest of Papetoai (the 
‘district where we reside) denounced 
heathenism ; joined us, and publicly 
committed bis god tothe flames Others 
followed his example both here and at 

' Taheite; morais were destroyed, and 
the altars overthrown, and the wood of 
them used to dress common food, of 
which different classes and sexes par- 
teok at one common meal, in direct Vio- 
lation of ancient prohibitions and customs. 

In the month of May, the queen, and 
her sister called Pomare Vahine, went 
over to Taheite. The laiter, having late- 
ly come up from the the Leeward Isl- 
ands, had never seen Taheite, but inten- 
ded now, incompany with a number of 
her people, to make the tour of the isl- 
and. In the meantime the king, who 
had resided for some time in our neigh- 
borhood, thought, while this party was 
absent, of going himself on a slow jour- 
ney around Eimeo, stopping awhile 
at different places, to sec if he could 


persuade the chiefs and principal peo- | 


ple to cast away their idols, &c.— 


as far asa small district called Maatea, 


he sent us the inclosed letter, to inform | 


us of the state of reliyious affairs in that 
part of the island. During the month of 
June, we received also several letters 
from the party at Taheite, givin 
encouraging account of the state of 
there. This party had not proceeded on 
their journey as they intended, but were 
still im the district of Pare where they 
had landed, and where the king’s datigh- 
ter, Aimata, resided with her nurse. We 
were informed that ‘considerable parts 
of the district of Pare, and of the neigh- 
boring one, Matavai (our old residence) 
had cast away their gods, and embrated 
the true religion. When the queen went 
over, the king had sem a book for his 
daughter. This was looked upon as a 
public errs that she was to be 
brought up in the new religion. This, 
together with the rapid increase of the 
“ Bure Atua,”” or “ praying people,” 
tur so are our people cailed, excited in 
the idolatrous chiefs.a violent spirit of 
persecution. They thought these things 
ought n% to be endured any longer, bat 
crushed altogether intime. The idola- 
treys chiefs of Pare, and the chief of Ha- 
piano, got some of the chiefs of Matavai 
to join them ina conspiracy against the 
Bure Atua, and it was proposed to cut 
them off entirely, root and branch. But 
thinking themselves u i to the task, 
those of the new already 
formidable, both in number ioe 
ability, they acquainted the chiefs of Ata- 
bura and Papara with their views snd 
tentions, and invited them to join them. 


Mr. Thomason was so pleased | 
with him, that he wrote to me, begging |

There is war at Otaheite ; but I think 
this will eventually turn out well, Po- 
mare has no band inthe war, ner bis 
people : he is on the island (Eimeo) 
with the Missionaries and many of bis 
people, who have renounced idolatry, 
and turned.to the living God. The Mis- 
sionaries appear to be very contented,

a matter for praise, and for thankfulness. 
Yesterday morning, being our uswal 
Missionary Prayer Meeting, at the close 
of which thirty-nine more natives. re- 
quested their names to be written down, 
which was done : the number is now a- 
bout 362, not including some who were 
put away for bad conduct, and others 
who died, some with very hopeful ap- 
pearance of their dying in the Lord. The 
school has also increased to upwards of 
, 660, but we cannot admit more for want

Translation of a letter from King Pomare, 
to the Missionaries, referred to in the 
above. 

Maatea, 3d of July, 1815. 





My dear Friends,—May you be saved ' 


by Jesus Christ, the only Saviour by 
_ whom we canbe saved. This is an ac- 
count of our journey :-—The ratiras (or 
| chiefs) are inclined to hear ahd obey the 
word of God; the word of Godis now 


| growing in Moorea (Eimeo,) Jehovah | 
When he had proceeded in this manner | 


himself;. He it is, that causeth the 

' growth of bis own word; for that reason 

it prospers ; it grows exceedingly ! 
Many there are now, that lay hold on 


the word of God ; there are “thirty-four | 


| or thirty-six in Atimaha of this descrip- 
tion. There are others ofthe common 
people that are left ; they pay no atten- 
tion to these things: but the ratiras, 
they all regard the word of God. As 
for Maatea, they all here—the ratiras 
and common people—ell of them “have 
embraced the word of God ; ninety-six 
new ones are of this description. 

Not many of Haumi have as yet re- 
garded the word of God: but Hamuna 
has. Hamuna is a man of knowledge; 
he has been hitherto a priest of the Evil 
Spirit (i. ¢. an-idol priest,) he has entire- 
ly cast away the customs ofthe Evil 
Spirit. Lam highly pleased with these 
things ; and particularly that the ratiras 
aitend-so well to the word of God. This 
was my business in this journey; it was 
to make known to them the word of God; 
and behold! they have listened unto it ; 
they have regardedit. Had it been oth- 
erwise,I should have been much grieved. 

We shall not go from this place yet a- 
while ; we were to go this day to Hau- 
mi: but the ratiras , ede us, Saying, 
stay a little, that you may know that we 
have in truth hearkened to the word of 
God, To this I said;agreed ; we shall 
not go till another Sabbath-day is over ; 
then we shali preceed. They answered, 
that is well. The idolsof these ratiras 
are committed to the fire, they are en- 


tirely destroyed. 
‘o-morrow is our meeting for pray- 
er; the commencementof thenew month.
